The detachment assembled at the 
court house and headed 
by Lieut.

Indianapolis, August 30.—W arn­ 
ing against the use of chemicals in 
canning 
compounds 
by 
Indiana 
Housewives, was issued today by Dr. 
Harry E. Barnard, state food admin­ 
istrator. 
He declared that steriliza­ 
tion by heat was the only proper me­ 
thod of preserving fruits and vege­ 
tables. 
“There are two ways of preserv­ 
ing fruits and vegetables,” Barnard 
said. 
“One is to sterilize them by 
heat and the other to pickle them 
with 
chemicals. 
Some states pro­ 
hibit the sale of products contain­ 
ing chemicals, although they do not 
deny the housewife the right to use 
them if she is so foolish as to pre­ 
fer to use chemicals instead of care. 
Unfortunately many states, although 
they have pure food laws, pay no 
attention to the use of preservatives. 
And so it is that at this season of 
the year canning 
compounds are 
widely advertised and many women 
foolishly are persuaded to try them. 
These 
compounds 
which 
usually 
contain borax or boric acid or sali- 
cyclic acid or sbme similar antisep­ 
tic are not usually sold through the 
stores, but by agents who find it 
easy in too many cases to persuade 
the 
housewives 
to 
substitute 
a 
spoonful of chemical preservatives 
for the careful sterilization by boil 
ing water. 
“The agents for canning 
com­ 
pounds are very active this year. 
The desire that every housewife has 
to save the perishable products of 
her garden has made canning a uni­ 
versal industry and every woman a. 
prospective customer. 
Do not al­ 
low any agent to persuade you that 
he has a substitute for sterilization. 
It may be possible to preserve fruits 
and vegetables without tedious heat­ 
ing, but unless you are willing to eat 
food containing such quantities • of 
chemicals that bacteria finds it on 
unwholesome place in which to live, 
you wijl rely on the proven virtue of 
boiling wa'ter as the only safe and 
accepted ^method 
for 
preventing 
spoilage.

.Bonding Municipal Improvements 


(Contributed) 


It has long been -a mooted ques- 


tion with the 
towns 
and smaller 


cities of our country as to whether 
or not they were justified in issuing 
municipal bonds 
for 
purposes of 


public improvement. 


One stock argument of the antis 


has always 'been that one genera- 
tion is not justified in saddling 
a 


debt upon future generations. 


But let us consider this. 
We will say that 
the 
town of 


Jooesville has set its heart upon 
acquiring a modern technical train- 
ing school. 
The subscription plan 


has failed to acheive it, and direct' 
taxation is out of the question. At 
least it .would be many years before 
sufficient funds could be realized by 
direct taxation. 


We will suppose, first that 
the 


town 
decides 
to resort to direct 


taxation and establishes a fund that 
is intended in the course of ten or 
twenty years to furnish means for 
establishing the desired institution. 


We presuppose that the town feels 


the' need of such a school, 
that 


her young: people 
may be properly 


equipped for a 'life of usefulness. In 
the meantime, under the 
waiting 


program, they are either not receiv- 
ing the necessary instruction^cr else 
they are being sent a-way to some 
other place .to acquire it. 
In 
the 


latter case, the (knowledge is dearly 
bought; and in the former, 
lives 


that might have be^n made of great 
usefulness 
to the world have been 


stunted and nullified by the failure 
tp acquire competent training. 


Now, 
as to the bonding

Harry E. Barn'ard, state food admin- 
istrator. He declared that steriliza- 
tion by heat was the only proper .me- 
thod of preserving fruits and vege- 
tables. 


"There are two ways of preserv-. 


ing fruits ajid vegetables," Barnard 
said. "One is to sterilize them by 
heat and the other to pickle them 
with chemicals. 
Some states pro- 


hibit the sale of products contain- 
ing chemicals, although they do not 
deny the housewife the right to use 
them if she is so foolish as to pre- 
fer to use chemicals instead of care. 
Unfortunately many states, although 
they have pure food laws, pay no 
attention to the use of preservatives. 
And so it is that at this season of 
the year Banning 
compounds are 


widely advertised and many women 
foolishly are persuaded to try them. 
These 
compounds, 
which 
usually 


contain borax or boric acid or sali- 
eyclie acid or some similar antisep- 
tic are not usually sold through the 
stores, but by agents who find it 
easy in too many eases to persuade 
the housewives to 
substitute a 


spoonful of chemical preservatives 
for the 'careful sterilization by boil- 
ing water.

pounds are very active this year. 
The desire that every housewife has 
to save the perishable products oi 
her garden has made canning a uni- 
versal industry and every.woman 
prospective customer. 
Do not al- 


low any agent to persuade you thai 
he has a substitute for sterilization 
It may be possible to preserve fruits 
and vegetables without tedious heat- 
ing, but unless you are willing to eat 
food containing such quantities ' of 
chemicals that bacteria finds it oa 
unwholesome place in which to live, 
you wijl rely on the proven virtue o'J 
boiling wa'ter as the only safe and 
accepted vjnethod
